AN ECHO OF THE TRAGEDY 
OF '85. 


(Vermilion Signal.) 

The editor of the Signal is in re- 
ceipt of aletter from Clarence Loas- 
by, who is C.P.R. yardmaster at 
Sirdar, B.C. In April there was 
published in the Signal an account 
of the Frog Lake massacre, which 
occurred in 1885 about 40 miles north 
of Vermilion, It was republished 
in a number of papers throughout 
the. country, among them the Cagary

historic event Mr, Loasby was a cons- 
table inthe North West Mounted 
Police, stationed at Frog Lake and 
in a skirmish wth the Indians at 
Fort Pitt some two weeks after the 
[massacre Loasby was shot in the!

son-in-law of Big Bear, chief of the 
hostile Indians. In company with! 
Corporal D, L. Cowan and. Henry 
Quinn he had been out from the Fort 
scouting. Returning they rode 
funexpectedly upon the Indian camp 
and were at once attacked. Cowan's 
horse bucked with him and he was 
killed. Loasby was chased by the |
